In order to accommodate the vessel to 
the dry dock the ballast’had been taken 
out, and she was riding high out of the 
Water when she was brought across the 
river by tugs.

After that many things have nap; 
pened, for we lost: Villers Bretonneux 
completely. The enemy was in posses- 
sion--of it and of the neighboring 
ground long enough to stuff it with 
men and machine guns, and up to 10 
o'clock last night it was believed that 
he held it firmly. and permanently. 

But after that hour it seems that a 
change in the situation was made by 
a brilliant counterattack of the Au- 
stralian troops; who, by a-most skillful 
and daring piece of generalship, were 
sent forward in the darkness without 
preliminary artillery preparation, and, 
relying absolutely. on the: “weapons they 
carried to regain this jmportant por- 
tion, which gave the enemy full ob- 
servation of the British positions on 
both sides of the Bomme Valley be- 
ong Amiens. 

700 to.800 Prisoners. 

The splendid courage of the Aus- 
tralian troops, the cunning of their 
machine’gunners, and the fine leader- 
ship of their officers achieved success, 
and, in conjunction with English bat- 
talions, they spent the night clearing 
‘out the enemy from the village, where 


he made a desperate resistance, and 
brought back altogether something 
like 700 or 800 prisoners. 

It was a complete reyersal of fortune 


for the enemy, and in this twenty- | 


four hours of fighting he has -lost 
great numbers of men, whose bodies 
lie in heaps between Viller-Breton- 
neux ‘and Warfusee and gli about the 
ruins and fields in that neighborhood. 
Owing to the late: hour of. this coun- 
terattack I knew nothing of. :what 
had happened in the night until L went 
cown early this morning to that sec- 
ter and saw scenes which at once re- 
vealed this turn of fortune's wheel. 


Fighting in the Village. 

The village of Villers-Bretonneux 
itself, which. I saw aboye the valley 
of the Somme, down which I passed, 
was ‘no longer. under fire,:neither from 
our guns nor from the enemy’s, and 
from its quietude {jt seemed: as if’ a 
truce had been declared there, though, 
as I learned quickly, there was no 
truce, but ofly.a cessation of:gunfire, 
because the Australian, English, and 
German soldiers were still mixed up so 
closely that shelling was impossible 
on. both sides. 

Even now the German machine gun- 
ners,’ entirely cut off from their lines 
by the counterattack, were resisting 
in bits of ruin, ; and, below the banks 
near the village on the western side, 


‘| were maintaining’ their ‘fire on our 


men who were engaged in routing 
them out. Several of our roads showed 
sign of the/murderous fire which the 
German gunners had flung about yes- 
terday, and many dead horses lay 
‘about.

Submarines _ Must Now Use

LONDON,. April 25.—Very considerable 


‘results are expected from the Zeebrugge 


raid: A high Admiralty official told 
THe New Yorx Timms correspondent this 
afternoon that éerial observation was 
still bad and full reports of the damage 
had not yet been’ received, but the 
wrecking of the mole alone is sufficient 
to inconvenience. the: Germans greatly. 

Sand is a special hindrance to naviga- 
tion on the Belgian coast, and the Zee- 
bruggé harbor has been kept open only 
by the steady work of two dredges. Now 
there is a gap in‘the mole 120 feet long: 
One dredge, at any rate, is sunk ahd 
the hulks of the sunken cruisers are 
forming admirable obstacles against 
which sand can drift up if only the wind 
will drive the tide in force through the 
gap in the mole. 

Admiralty officials are confident that 
the harbor will quickly silt up and that 
it will be cyery difficult for the German 
dredges, if there are any left, to’ make 
much ‘headway against the sand, -espe- 
cially as the British seaplanes are not 


‘| forgetting them. 


As for the Bruges Canal, it may, per- 
haps, be.cleared in three or four weeks, 
but as’its banks are so weak the Ger- 
Mans can use .only dight charges in 
blowing up-the two coné¢rete-laden cruis- 
ers which block it. - This means that the 
submarines for a time -will have to use 
Ostend as a base for operations against 
the: Channel. Consequently they | will 
have to take a longer inland trip to 
reach blue water, and will then have to 
come out of a port much more easily 


‘looked after by the Dover. patrols. 


Independently of that, Admiralty offi- 
cials say that the campaign against the 
submarines proceeds satisfactorily. They 
believe that the Anglo-American forces 
are holding them down, and they doubt 
if the rate of construction is quite as 
fast as it was. The demand for steel 
for tanks. may have hindered the U-boat 


builders. 


The losses of the Zeebrugge raiders 
were due almost entirely to a shift: of 
the wind, which prevented the complete 
sucecss of the smoke screen. Fortu- 
nately, the wind held in the right direc- 
tion long enough. to enable the Yindict- 
tive. and her consorts to approach the’ 
mole, .but changed and dissipated the 
screen as the men landed. This enabled 
the Germans to find targets. 

At Ostend the shift of the wind came 
a little earlier and upset the plans of 
attack, Small craft with smoke appa- 
ratus ran in according to program and 
set up a screen. Then they lit two large 
flareg to mark the entrance of the har- 
ber for.the concrete cruisers. Unfortu- 
nately, ‘before these could get up the 
screen was blown away and the Ger- 
man gunfire quickly. destroyed — the 
flares:~ Thig left our cruisers with noth- 
ing to,guide them, and though they 
tried. to proceed by guesswork under 
heavy fire, these ‘gallant efforts were in

BRITISH ARE VICTORS 
IN FIRST TANK BATTLE 


German Monster Put Out’ of 
Action by Haig’s Machine— 
Foe’s Infantry Slaaghtered. 


WITH THE BRITISH ARMY IN 
FRANCE, April 25, (Associated Press.)— 
The tanks provided a most dramatic 
chapter of the story of yesterday's bat- 
tle. 

The machines which the Germans em- 
Ployed for the first time, were bulky af- 
fairs with heavy armor and guns, The 
British tanks, thrown intd action to off- 
set the German monsters, ‘furnished the 
first tank engagement in history. 
‘The main clash between the tanks 
Came when the German engines at- 
tacked two smaller British tanks. As 
might be expected, one of the British 
machines was disabled. The other was 
being hard pressed by four or five of 
the enemy tanks, when one of the 
larger British tanks, which had ob; 


». served the fray from the distance, came

The German attack, which began on 
Wednesday mornong against the allied 
lines between the Somme and the Avre, 
centred about Villers-Bretonneux. This 
village is situated on the western end of 
a large plateau, about 350 feet high, The 
northern slopes of this: plateau are quite 
steep, the ground falling away rapidly 
to the Somme Valley, Toward the south 
and southwest the slopes are very gentle, 
the ground rolling down. to the junction 
Directly 
west of the town are the woods of the 
Abbe and of Aquenne, south of which 
are two pronounced heights, both in the 
vicinity of Gentelles. 

Except for these heights, Villers-Bre- 
tonneaux is the last high ground be- 
tween the German positions and the 
Avre-Somme angle. For this reason 
the town is not without tactical impor-~- 
tance. It also possesses several good 
roads, which pass through {ft from 
Amiens eastward, and from Corbie run- 
ning to the south.:: It ig a position which 
the British could not afford ta-lose. 

The Germans, however, pushed their 
attack to the point where the British 
were driven out, and the German lines 
were temporarily established on the 
western edge of the village’ near the 
Aquenne Woods. This immediately threw 
a loop half way around Hangard, and 
so endangered’ the’ French position at 
that point that a withdrawal was neces- 
sary. Hangard also was a point of de- 
fensive value, since it was one of the 
several villages which guarded the cross- 
ing of the Luce River and enabled the 
French to hold the Germans in place 
along the eastern bank of this little 
stream. 

Yesterday, however, the British coun- 
terattacked, and, after heavy fighting, 
in which a number of prisoners were 
taken, succeeded in-re-establishing their 
position east of Villers-Bretonneaux, 
The French, however, at latest reports, 
have definitely lost Hangard. Without 
the high ground near Villers-Breton- 
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neux, however, the loss of Hangard is 


‘not embarrassing. 


After all it does not appear that the 
Germans intended their attack, in the 
south to be anything more than a di- 
version to conceal more extended ef- 


forts further north. The attack in the: 


south was preceded by a very heavy 
bombardment, which was the forerun- 
ner of an attack on a large scale, and 
the attack was in fact delivered. The 
demonstration had to be on a large 
scale or not at all, as it would cer- 
tainly have failed in its object. The 
positions in the north are so notoriously 
bad that nothing but a major attack 
in the other active sector would. have 
served to distract attention. 

The main attack was delivered yes- 
terday between Bailleul and Wyts- 
chaete, and appears to havé been 
successful. The British reports are 
indefinite as to the present lova- 
tion of the battle line, but it wourd 
appear that Kemmel and perhaps the 
high mountain of that name have been 
taken. Mont Kemmel is connected 
with Wytschaete by a low ridge about 
200 feet high. From the center of this 
connecting ridge there is an offshoot 
running north directly towards Ypres 
but terminating some distance from. the 
village. Almost at the end of this 
branch is the little village of Vierstraat. 
The German attack in Flanders was de- 
livered more or less over the entire 
front between Bailleul and Wytschaete, 
but centered on this connecting link 
between Mont Kemmel and the main 
ridge. 

The object is plain. Mont Kemmel 
cannot be taken by a frontal attack. 
The gides of the hill are altogether too 
steep for such an operation. It is nec- 
essary to take it, if at all, by a flanking 
operation. The Germans selected this 
point as a means of: completing their 
flanking operation. Accordingly on a 
narrow front of not more than 38,000 
yards between Wytschaete and Mont

step by step, across this low connecting 
ridge and they reached the lew coun- 
try beyond. At the same time they 
advanced across this northern spur in 
the direction. of Ypres. Just how far 
they have penetrated is, not apparent. 
That the British’ have made‘some te- 
tirement is however certain. 

In General Haig's report, which is 
printed this. morning, he mentions fight- 
ing in the neighborhood of Vierstraat, 
Kemmel and Dranoutre. But the town 
of Kemmel and the mountain: of the 
same name are two different things: 
The town is situated almost at the foot 
of the northeastern slopes of the moun- 
tain. The ground about the village is 
low, almost in the Flanders plain. It 
is entirely possible to take the town 
and still lose the mountain, and it is 
the mountain position which is of vital 
importance. at the present time. Ap- 
parently the British lines now run west 
from some point ‘north of Wytschaete, 
to a point on the Ypres-Neuve BPglise 
Road some little distance—how far is 
not known—south of Vierstraat. ‘From 
this point ‘the line follows the. Ypres 
Road, passing over the southern: slopes 
of Mont Kemmel and to the east of the 
town, near the southern edge of Dra- 
noutre and then along its - course to 
the- north of Bailleul, 

It does not yet appear that the Brit-" 
ish havé lost any of these three towns, 
but. it is evident from an inspection. of 
the map.that the British hold on Kem- 
mel has been rendered extremely: pre- 
carious, . Ypres itself..is. in . serious 
danger. If the Germans. gan: take.Mont 
Kemmel, @8 now seems: certain, it is 


‘difficult «to see how the. British: can 


keep their control of the Ypres salient. 
Some protection is afforded by the high 
hills further to the west along the con- 


tinuation of the ridge of which Mont |. 


Kemmel forms a part; but this latter 
point would seem to be the key to the 
entire situation. Ypres may be able to 
hold out for some days after Mont Kem-. 
mel falls, but sooner or later it-is:al- 
most inevitable to fall once this first 
mountain passes into German hands, .

To begin with, thé fighting unit of 
the air is the patrol, which they consider 
should be small and well trained, as 
otherwise it is hard for the whole patrol 
to follow the leader as closely as is 
necessary.

German Crew Taken by French Pre- 
tended to be English. 


MEAUX, France, April 25,-The Ger- 

man airplane which landed near this 
Place after, it ig believed, it had. been 
detected and taken under fire as it was 
flying toward Paris Thuraday night, is 
a biplane of the type known as the A. E.

The enemy infantry battalions are now 
coming Into the fight with the lightest 


possible equipment. Most of the men do 
not carry hand grenades, while most 
of their bomb-throwing apparatus has 
been left behind, owing to difficulty in 
bringing forward. supplies. 

After the preliminary bombardment 
they appear to rely chiefly on tkeir 
rifles, but are well furnished with light, 
portable machine guns, which can be 
shouldered and for which great quan- 
tities of ammunition are carried by ex- 
tra men. Large numbers of heavier ma- 
chine guns foiiow closely in the rear of 
the adyancing troops to ward off coun- 

recta ckea. 

Whether these attacks will develop 
into a resumption of the general offen- 
alive cannot be definiteiy forecast, but it 
geems probable that the Germans are 
pursuing their usual practice of pushing 
at various points in the line until they 
find one which seems weaker than the 
others. Then they throw themselves 
forward with all their available strength 
at that point, with the hope of breaking 
through.

The Australians captured two light 
field guns, which the. enemy had 
brought up in the morning, according 
to his present habit of advancing guns 
behind his third wave of men, and 
several minenwerfer and many ma- 
chine guns. 

During the night they and the Eng- 
lish troops seized over 500 men as 
prisoners and sent them back, and 
several hundred seem to have been 
routed out.

MAYOR MILLER RELEASED.

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The Third 
Liberty Loan probably has passed the 
$2,000,000,000 mark. The official report 
of the grand tota]l for the whole country 
down to the close of business yesterday 
is announced as $1,898,785,050. Today’s 
subscription to carry the total over the 
$2,000,000,000 would need to be $101,- 
214;950.. Yesterday's total was not far 
above this, and was $24,490,450 less than 
the day before and $12,000,000 below 
the daily average required, but it is 
held to be tmprobable that today’s total 
Was less than the amount necessary to 
take the grand total up to two-thirds of 
the entire loan. 

Nine days of the campaign remain, 
counting today, and in that time there 
must ‘be raised $1,101,214,950, or a daily 
average of $122,357,215, an ‘amount that 
had been regularly more than subscribed 
until yesterday. The percentage for the 
whole country is now 63, and all Federal 
Reserve districts are up to or above 50 
per cent., excepting Atlanta. 


While the results of yesterday’s work 
are for the time being discouraging, 
there is a belief that many subscriptions 
have been held for tomorrow, the Lib- 
erty Day of the campaign, and that-to- 
morrow’s total will. exceed the highest 
day’s total yet, which was $168,000,000. 
The day has been proclaimed a holiday 
in practically all the States, and every 
resource of the Liberty Loan organiza- 
tions of the entire country will be ex- 
erted to produce the resujts desired.

SHOWS SCHEMING FOR WAR. 


Letter to Papen Early in 1914 Asked 
“About Blowing Up. Trains. 


WASHINGTON,: April 25. — Repeated 
declarations of the German Emperor, 
Hindenburg,. and Ludendorff that the 
war was forced upon Germany, and as- 
sertions from the same sources that 
Germany was taken by surprise by the 
Russian mobilization, give particular in- 
terest to certain papers taken from 
Captain von Papen, late Military At- 
taché at Washington. } 

Among the papers which have been 
published by the British Government in 
a White Book appears a letter from 
R. von Wild of the German War Minis- 
try in Berlin to Captain von Papen 
seeking information regarding the best 
means of blowing up railroad trains ‘‘ in 
the event of a European war.’ The 
significant point is that this letter was 
written March 12, 1914, about five 
months before the outbreak of war. 
This* letter says: 

‘“‘According to newspaper reports, sev- 
eral railway trains were blown up by 
revolutionaries during the troubles in 
Mexico. In order to form an opinion 
whether in the event of a European war 
explos:ons of this kind would have to be 
reckoned: with, it is requested that, if 
possible, information should be obtained 
as to how these attacks have been car- 
ried out. Were mines and explosives 
placed on lines which were little guarded 
or were the attacks carried out on the 
trains by ‘gniting-a charge of dynamite 
or by the employment, of infernal 
machines? ’”’ ; 

Captain von Papen, replying from 
Mexico, where it is now known that he 
was industriously planting the seeds of 
German . propaganda and_ establishing 
connections for Germany to use in the 
event that she should make war ‘upon 
the- United States, did not regard the 
operations of:the Mex:can revolutionaries 
as of any particular value. Four months 
later he wrote from Mexico City that 
their usual method of ‘blowing up trains 
was to plant dynamite under the road- 
bed and explode it.. He added: 

‘*T consider it out-of the question 





that explosions prepared in this way 
would have to be 'reckoned with, in a 
European war.’’ _ 

Another letter to von Papen from the 
manager of the Potsdam branch of the 
Disconto-Gesellschaft nas this  post- 
script: 

‘“P, S.—We have never before seen 
such preparations for war as are being 
made at present. German Government 
stocks fell today 1 per cent.’’ 

This letter was regarded as of par- 
ticular interest’ by the British com- 

jilers of the correspondence in view:,of 
ts date, July 25, 1914, while negotia- 
tions were still in progress to avoid 
war.

WASHINGTON, April 24.—Income and 
excess profits taxes are now 
to bring about $3,000,000,000 into the 
Treasury in June, or a_half-billion 
dollars more ‘than ‘estimated before re- 
turns were filed. . Secretary McAdoo 
announced this today, giving the first 
official information that receipts would 
exceed previous estimates of $1,226,000,- 
000 from excess profits and $1,200,000,-

Despite the size of the \taxation in- 
come, nearly every dollar will be spent 
by the time it is ‘collected to meet the 
$1,000,000,000 monthly excess. of Govern- 
ment :expenses over ord receipte 
and to redeem ee S 000,000,000 of cer- 
tificates of indebtedness falling due ip 
June—$1,500,000,000. of. tax. certificates 
and $500,000,000 of loan certificates. 

Government expenditures, oct 
larly for the army and for shipbuild- 
ing; have inc recently so t the 
monthly outlay for all purposes. is more 
than $1,200,000,000, of which $900,000,- 
000 ¥s for direct Government or war pur- 
poses and $3800,000,000 is .for loans to 
the Allies.

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Captain of British Raiding Ship 
Coolly Toured Decks While a Hf 
brugge Shells Rained on Her. 


IN 300 YARDS OF BATTERY 


Cruiser’s Superstructure  Riddled 
While She Was Held Against the 
Mole by Bow of Another Vessel. 


ABOARD H. M. S. VINDICTIVE, IN 
DOVER HARBOR, April 25.—A corre- 
spondént of The Associated Press visited 
the cruiser Vindictive today as the guest’ 
of Captain Alfred F. B. Carpenter, who 
commanded her in the expedition last 
Tuesday against the German submarine 
base at Zeeébrugge on the Belgian coast. 

Captain Carpenter received the corre- 
spondent with his arm in a sling from a 
shell. splinter wound. The ship showed 
innumerable signs of conflict, her decks 
and superstructure being covered with 


{the scars of shells and machine gun 


hits. During the attack the commander 
'was at the end of the bridge in a small 
steel box or cabin which had been spe- 
cially constructed to house a flame 
thrower. In the course of a long account 
of the part taken by the Vindictive in 
the raid Captain Carpenter said to The 
Associated Press: 

‘*Our chief purpose in the expedition 
was to distract the attention of the bat- 
teries while the block ships ran In, es- 
pecially the battery of eleven-inch guns 
which occupied a commanding position 
at the tip of the mole. Our ship was 
elaborately prepared for the business of 
landing soldiers on the mole, which is 
stone, forty feet high and_ fifteen feet 
above the Vindictive’s top deck at the 
state of the tide when the attack took 
place. 

‘* We had a special superstructure over 
the upper deck, and three long gang- 
ways, or ‘ brows,’ whitch were designed 
to take the men up to the level of the 
mole .as soon as we.got alongside. 
Exactly according to plan we ran along- 
side the mole, approaching it on the 
port side, where we were equipped, with 
specially built buffers of wood two feet 


wide. 
Put 500 Men Ashore. 


‘* As there was nothing for us to tie up 
to, we merely dropped anchor there, 
while the Daffodil kept us against the 
mole with her nose against the opposite 
side of our ship. In the fairly heavy 
sea two of our three gangways were 
smashed, but the third held, and 500 
men swarmed’’up’ this onto the mole. 
This gangway-was two feet wide and 
thirty feet long... The men who .went 
up it.\ imcluded 300 marines ‘and 150 
storming seamen from the Vindictive, 
They 
swarmed up the steel gangway, carrying 
hand .grenades and Lewis guns. No 
Germans succeeded in approaching the 
gangway; but a hard hand-to-hand fight 
took place about 200 yards up the mole 
toward the-shore. . 

“The. Vindictive’s bow was pointed 
toward the ‘shore, so the ‘bridge got the 
full effect of enemy: fire from the shore 
batteries....One shell exploded against 
the pilot house, Killing nearly all its ten 
occupants. Another burst in the fight- 
ing top, -killing: a Lieutenant and eight 


.men,..who were doing excellent work 


with two pompoms and four machine 
guns. 

‘‘Fhe battery of 11-inch guns at the 
end of the-mole was only 3800 yards 
away and it kept trying to reach us. 
The shore batteries also were diligent. 
Only a few German shells hit our hull, 
because’ it was well protected by the 
wall of*the mole, but the upper struc- 
ture, ‘mast, stacks and ventilators 
showed above thé wall and were riddled. 
A considerable proportion of our cas- 
ualties were caused by splinters from 
these upper works. 

‘‘ Meanwhile the Daffodil continued to 
push us against the wall as if no battle 
was on, and if she had failed to, do this 
none of the members of the landing 
party would have been able to return 
to the ship, 

Block Ships Pass In. 

“Tvonty-five minutes after the Vin- 
dic‘ive had,.reathed the wall. the first 
block ship “passed in and headed for 
the canal:. Two others, followed in 
leisurely fashion while. we kept up the 
fight on the mole. One of thei block 
ships stranded outside of the canal, but 
the two others got two erthree hun- 
dred yards inside, where they were 
successfully sunk across the entrance. 

‘One difficulty we had in preparing 
this expedition was that we could not 
have open practice of what we contem- 
plated doing, for fear the enemy might 
get information of the plan. Our prepa- 
ration, therefore, was limited to a cer- 
tain amount of intensive training at 
night fighting and bombing, while ooffi- 
cers were carefully drilled in dealing 
with all exigencies likely to occur. All 
the men were tuned up to a high pitch, 
and it was with very anxious hearts 
that we waited for a suitable time to 
strike, knowing that every day we wait- 


‘led there was a greater chance of our 


secret leaking out. 

‘* Fifteen minutes after the Vindictive 
arrived alongside the mole our subma- 
rine exploded under the viaduct con- 
necting the mole with the mainland. 
The Germans had sent a considerable 
force to this viaduct as soon as the sub- 


way. We put off after having lain 

alongside just about an. hour. The Ger- 

mans mage no effort to interfere with 
ur.getaway other than to continue their 
eavy firing." ‘ 


Face Death to Get Ashore. 


wa Agency).—In an official narrative of 
the Zeebrugge affair, issued by the 
Admiralty tonight, is this description of 
the landing on the Mole: 

‘‘The Vindictive was fitted along her 
port side with a high false deck, from 
which ran eighteen gangways by which 
the storming and demolition parties 
were to land. 

‘““The men gathered in readiness on 
the main lower decks, while Colortel El- 
liott, who was to lead the marines, 
waited on the false deck just abaft the 
bridge. Captain Halahan, who com- 
manded the bluejackets, was amidships. 
The gangways were lowered, and they 
scraped and rebounded upon the high 
parapet of the Mole as the’ Vindictive 
rolled in the seaway. 

‘‘The word for the assault had not 
yet ‘been given when both leaders were 
killed, Colonel Elliott by a shell and 
Captain Halahan by machine gun fire, 
which swept the decks. The same shell 
that killed Colonel Elliott also did fear- 
ful execution'-in the forward Stokes 
mortar battery. : 

“The men were magnificent; 
officer bears the -same testimony. 

‘“The ‘mere landing on the Mole was 
a perilous bustness. It involved a pas- 
sage across the crashing and splintering, 
gangways, a drop over the parapet into 
the field of fire of the German machine 
gone which swept its length, and a 

urther, drop. of some sixteen feet to the 
surface of the Mole itself. Many were 
killed and. more wounded as _ they 
crowded up to the gangways, but noth- 
ing hindered -the orderly and spéédy 
landing by every gangway. ca 

“Lieutenant Walker, who had -his 
arm carried away by a shell on the 
upper deck, lay- in the darkness while 
‘the storming parties trade him under 
foot. He was recognized and dragged 
aside by the commander. He raised his 
arm in greeting. ‘Good luck to you,’ 
he called as the rest of 
hastened by. 

‘*Thé lower deck was a shambles as 
the commander made the: rounds of his 
ship, yet those wounded and dying men 
poteee themselves to cheer as he made 

s tour.”’

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Quick Rescue from Block Ships. 


DOVER, England, April 25, (Associ- 
ated Press.)—One -of the most thrilling 
incidents of the British mwaval raid ‘on 
Zeebrugge last Tuesday was the rescue 
by two American-built motor- launches 
of nearly 200° members of the crews of 
two block ships sunk at the entrance to 
the Bruges Canal. The feat was accom- 
plished under a heavy fire and the ac- 
tual transfer was made in less than five 
minutes. 

One launch delivered ninety-nine men 
to the destroyer. 
essential to the success of the operation 
made it impossible to take all the dead 
and wounded from the block ships, but 
the partic:pants declare that the loss of 
personnel in this feature of the enter- 
prise was remarkably small. 

The casualties on the block “ sunk 
at Ostend were still lighter. welve 
men from the crew of one of the Ostend 
block ships got off in a lifeboat and 
rowed fourteen hours before being res- 
cued. For two hours of that time they 
were under a) heavy enemy fire, mainly 
that of machine guns, but they suffered 
only one casualty. rs 

lt was'-while charging along the Zee-/ 
brugge mole at the head/of a party ‘of 
fifteen seamen that Acting Wing Com- 
mander Frank A. Brock, who developed 
the smoke screen for the attack on 
Zeebrugge and ‘Ostend, was killed, ac- 
cording to an account given today 
aboard the cruiser Vindictive by one 
of the Brack party. 

‘*Commander Brock,’’ said the sea- 
man, ‘‘ was among the first to leave the 
Vindictive. Armed with a Winchester 
and a truncheon, he led us across the 
narrow gangway to the mole and then 
with a shout beckoned us to follow him 
toward the outer end with the object 
of storming a German battery of 11-inch 
guns, He had not gone many. feet, 
however, before he was hit; evidently by 
a machine gun. bullet. : 

‘* He staggered with outstretched arms 
an instant and then doubled ? and 
rolled over to one side of the mole. In 
the confusion of the moment I could 
not see whether he toppled out into the 
water or not. After a few more cas- 
ualties, our party received the signal 
to return to the Vindictive.’’ 


SUBMARINE’S WORK DEADLY. 


Germans on Viaduct Were Dancing 
with Joy When She Blew Them Up. 


OTTAWA, April 25.—-The naval raid 
at Zeebrugge continues the all-engrossing 
topic ig England, almost to the exclusion 
of the battle in France, says a Reuter’s 
dispatch from London. Special leave 
has been granted to the men who par- 
ticipated, and there are columns of in- 
terviews in the daily press. Reflecting 
the spirit of the survivors, one said he 
would go again tomorrow on a similar 
errand, even though he knew that he 
would not return; others expressed a de- 
sire ‘‘to go into_the mainland and fight 
some other German batteries.’’ . 

‘‘ All the men testify to the gallantry 
of the commander of the Vindictive,’’ 
the dispatch adds. ‘‘ Soon after the 
German battertes opened fire on the 
ship her bridge was blown away, but 
this officer, who escaped injury, con- 
tinued to navigate the vessel. 

“‘Great praise is voiced for the crews 





marine arrived, and these men were 
gathered on the viaduct, attacking our 
submersible with machine guns.

The 
crew of the submarine, consisting of six 
men, escaped on board a dinghy to a 
motor launch. 

‘Early in the fighting a German 
sheH knocked: out ‘our howitzer, which 
had been getting in some good shots 
on a big German seaplane station on 
the. mole half a mile away. This is 
the largest seaplane station in Belgium. 
Unfortunately, our other guns could not 


{be brought to bear effectively upon it. 


The shell. which disabled the howitzer 
killed all the members of the gun crew. 
Many men were also killed by a German 
shell which hit the mole close to our 
ship and scattered fragments of steel 
and stone among the marines assem- 
biulng, on the deck around the gangway. 

‘‘The German fire was very hot all 
the time we lay alongside the mole. At 
times the German guns reached as high 
as forty shots per minute. During the 
hottest part of the fighting I left my 
station in the flame house and went all 
around the ship to see how things were 
going. The spirit of the men was ex- 
cellent. All they asked was, ‘ Are we 
»winning?’ 

‘** Half an hour after the block ships 
went in, we received the signal to with- 
draw. The Vindictive s siren was blown,

said his submarine was steered right 
up to the beach, where it was spotted by 
the Germans, who turned a searchlight 
on it. The crew had a little dinghy, 
into which they tumbled, under: the fire 
of both machine guns and rifles. They 
got away about 200 yards when the sub- 
marine, which was filled with explosives 
to wreck the viaduct under which it had 
been placed, blew up. 

‘*Soon_a motor boat picked up the 
crew.. The officer commanding the 
motor boat said that the submarine had 
been ten minutes beside the viaduct be- 
fore it was discovered. The German 
fire was passing over it, and in the 
meanwhile the submarine was attacking 
the mole from the outside. ‘The Ger- 
mans apparently thought it had merely 
lost its way in an endeavor to get in- 


-side the harbor to torpedo something. 


They consequently sent up a shower of 
star shells, which greatly assisted the 
submarine to reach its objective. 

*“** We could see,’ said one of the 
submarine crew, ‘about 200 Germans

FAVORS A HUGE. ARMY 


‘Would Send~ 5,000,000 Men 
Abroad to Overcome the 
, German Foe. 


BAKER LAUDS OUR WORK 


Tells of Mammoth Preparations for 
’ Men at the Front—Daniels Pays 
Tribute to Work of Press. 


Complete victory, both material. and 
moral, over the Germans and an unfet- 
tered public opinion as an essential in- 
strument to the winning of that vic- 
tory were demanded last night by the 
speakers at the annual dinner of the 
American Newspaper Publishers’ Asso- 
ciation, held at the Waldorf, in the 
course of the annual convention. Ex- 
Justice Charles E, Hughes, Secretary of 
Wer Newton D. Baker, Secretary of the 

. Navy Josephus Daniels, and Stephane 
: Lauzanne, editor of the Paris Matin, 


who represented the French Ambasea- 
dor, J. J. Jusserand, were the speakers; 
and they all agreed in declarations for 
the prosecution of the war to complete 
ard unqualified triumph. ? 

“There is. no answer to the German 
doctrine in soft words,” declared Sec- 
retary Baker. ‘‘ There is no answer to 

‘the German people in any words. 
Words cannot reach them; that: is a 
part of their civilization; their ears are 
atcpped with the dust of triumph. Noth- 
ing will win away the worshippers of 
Moloch except the overthrow of their 
god.”’ 

“Germany has tried to strike at the 
heart of France,-" said Mr. Hughes. 
‘* She cannot reach the heart of France, 
of England, of Italy. Germany's only 
hope is that we shall falter, but we will 
not falter.’’ 


Honest Criticism Defended. 


The right of criticism was defended 
b yevery speaker, but all alike insisted 
on the duty of honest criticism with 
the truth as the criterion’ When Mr. 
Hughes quoted Abraham Lincoln as 
saying that men must rise above party 
platforms he was cheered by-all the 
audience, as’ when he declared that 
there was no constitutional refuge for 
disloyalty, and that criticism directed 
against the national effort could not 
be tolerated. 

When he asserted that the duty of 
non-partisanship lay on Republicans as 
well as Democrats the applauses was 
led by Secretary Daniels, who had al- 
ready said that he was an authority 
on. criticism himself. 

“For twenty-five years,’’ he said, 
‘PY gave as much to public men as any 
man in the country, and for some time 
I have received -a good deal of my own 
medicine. But there was never a time 
when I did not realize that it was the 
very life of our republic that public 
men should be adequately criticised.’’ 

Mr. Hughes’s speech again and again 
brought shouts of approval from the au- 


| ica will not. falter. 





.dience, and his declaration of whole- 
hearted support of the President was 
applauded with special fervor. 

‘* Why did Germany make this offens- 
ive,’’ asked Mr. Hughes, ‘‘ after her suc- 
cesses in the east? gt was because the 
German people could not stand the 
grinding attrition and because Germany, 
was risking all to get through before 
America was there in sufficient force to 
count; and the German offensive will 
forever be a tribute to the power of the 
United States, which spells ruin to her 
aim. 

‘The lesson of this offensive is that 
the victory is ours. All we have to do 
is to send the fighting men to take it.” 


Hughes Discusses Sedition. 


Here is Mr. Hughes's address in full: 

“Mr. Toastmaster,: Mr. Secretary, 
gentlemen of the Newspaper Publishers’ 
Association, and guests: Your genial 
chairman in inviting me to speak ex- 
pressed the hope that I had not sunk 
80 low as to fail to consider such an ef- 
fort as a recreation. I told him that I 
thovght I would. agree Nhat it was a 
non-essential industry, but I esteem it a 
privilege to come into the presence 
with all humility of supreme power 
without whose direction democracy 
never could be safe, democracy never 
could exist. The Secretary of War on 
hia: return told us that in the awful 
shock ‘of the recent offensive he found 
no pessimism among the British or the 
Frénch, who stood unshakingly ‘before 
that terrific onslaught. There is no 
pessimism here. [Appiause.] 

“It would be an affectation to deny 
that there has been anxiety as to how 
far those guins would extend and the 
rest might be disclosed and «he inspired 
sacrifice might be required, but there 
was no pessimism. There is a cunfi- 
dence in our hearts born of an inflex- 
‘ible resolution. We are glad that with 
each late report there is a basis for re- 
newed confidence. We know the ex- 
planation of that offensive. Why should 
Germany, apparently securely = in- 
ireeehek with vast extensions in power 
on the east and southeast, make this 
desperate gamble? Obviously because 
the people of Germany could not stand 
the wear of that. attrition, that cruel 
grinding attrition eating the heart out 
of the German people, and because fur- 
ther and more important, Germany 
risks all to get there before America 
was there in sufficient force to prevent 
a German offensive. , [Applause.] 

Aimed Gun at Heart of France.

Says Treason Must Be Punished. 

“Tt is vitally important that the wells 
of public opinion should be kept free 
from the poison of treasonable or “sedi- 


tious propaganda. Congress has ample | 


authority to provide for the punishment 


of seditious utterances as well as sedi- 
tious acts. If the enemy's efforts to 
spread its propaganda succeed, it is due 
to our own supineness. There is no 
lack of ° constitutional power to deal 
with these efforts. As Lincoln said, ‘I 
Can no more be persuaded. that the 
Government can take no.strong meas- 
ures in time of rebellion because it can 
be shown that the same could not be 
lawfully taken in time of peace than I 
can be persuaded that a. particular drug 
is not good medicine for a sick man be- 
cause it. cannot be shown to be good 
medicine for a well one.’ 

‘The remark obviously applies as well 
in the case of war with a foreign foe. 
I fully agree that in places: where the 
courts are appropriately performing 
their functions, and the administration 
of justice remains unobstructed, these 
normal processes should not be displaced 
by military tribunals to try civiljans. 
Our judicial processes: have not yet 
broken down, and we still have confi- 
dence in their adequacy to punish 
treason and sedition. But treason and 
sedition must be punished, and punished 
promptly. Constitutional power is ade- 

uate. -The defense and preservation of 
the nation is a fundamental principle of 
the Constitution. : 

Sees Field for Honest Criticism. 

“Tt is difficult to draw nice distinc- 
tions in time of war. But there are 
some distinctions which must be drawn. 
The effective prosecution of war in- 
volves of necessity certain restrictions 
in our accustomed freedom. With re- 
spect to property and business, with 
‘respect fo life itself, freedom is re- 
strained: Witness our War Defense and 
Conscription Acts, our broad plans’ of 
regulation: by which manifold activities 
are controlled to an unusual degree. 
Of course, freedom of speech anil of 
the press ‘is also a relative freedom. 
There is no license to destroy the nation 
or to turn it ovér helpless io its foes. 

There is no constitutional privilege 
for disloyalty, or for efforts to obstruct 
the enforcement of the law or to inter- 
fere with the war’ plans adopted by 
authority. But with due recognition of 
the difficulty of exact definition and 
close distinction, it is quite obvious that 
there is a field for. honest criticism 
which cannot be surrendered without 
imperiling the essentials of liberty and 
the preservation of the nation itself. 
Our otficers of Government are not a 
privileged class. Even when equipped 
with the extraordinary powers of war 
they are the servants of the nation, ac- 
countable for the exercise of their au- 
thority. : 


No Place for Partisanship. 


‘‘ When we are in the throes of. war, 
united, in the determination to win, and 
conscious that we: can win only’ by 
united effort, there is no place for. par- 


tisanship with respect to the conduct of 
the war. In the phrase of Lincoln, we 
must meet ‘upon a level one step high- 
er than any party -platform’ because 


‘from such more elevated position we 


can do better battle for the céuntry we 
love than we ssibly can from those 
lower ones, where from the force of 
habit, the prejudices of the past and 
selfish hopes of the future, we are sure 
to expend much of our ingenuity ana 
strength in finding fault with and aim- 
ing. blows at each other. 

“TIT stand on that platform supporting 
the President of the United States. But 
that is a counsel not for Republicans 
alone, but for Democrats as well—for 
those in office as well as’ for those out 
of office. We may reserve our partisan 
diferences for otner matters than the 
war—for policies aside from the conduct 
of the war. fn this great crisis we 
bend our common strength to tight our 
common battle, and we speak not as 
Democrats or as Republicans, but as 
citizens whose only rivalry is in their 
zeal to win. ° 

“Of course, it is just as easy to be 
a partisan in assailing criticism as in 
criticism itself. The man who defends 
everything that is done by his party or 
his party leaders is just as partisan as 
the man who assails everything that the 
opposing party does or plans. War 
demands fighting men who see straight 
and shoot straight. Jt also demands 
fighting critics who see straight and are 
honest and candid in criticism. It is a 
commonplace that. a public officer 
learns more from his critics than he 
does from his admirers. He seldom 
learns from any one but his critics. 
If we had to choose between partisan- 
ship with criticism and the absence of 
bot partisanship and criticism, I 
should unhesitatingly choose the form- 
er, for while the venomous shafts of 
partisan malice seldom hit the mark, 
the country cannot afford to turn its 
destiny over to any one who is guar- 
anteed inimunity from candid criticism. 


Says Country Should Have Facts. 


“It goes without saying that the 

country should have the facts. Plainly, 
there are matters which for military 
reasons must be concealed, so as not 
to aid the enemy. But any one who 
conceals facts even in war time has a 
heavy burden of proof as to the reces- 
sity for such concealment. 
“ “* Furnishing material for criticism is 
by no means the same thing as giving 
aid and comfort td the enemy. Let the 
truth be known. The anxiety should 
be not to avoid disclosure, but rather 
to prevent error. Rarely will the en- 
emy be the gainer from.our knowledge 
of the.facts. He will thrive on our 
apprehensions and our misconceptions. 
Publish the facts and disarm the critics. 
Or publish the facts and make amends, 
if there are amends to be made. 

‘*This. :s the more important in view 
of our system of government. If we had 
parliamentary government we should 
undoubtedly have at this time a coalition 
government, representative of the fret 
parties. I do not say that it would-be 
‘better or worse, but we should have it. 
Accountability according to a _ parlia- 
mentary vote would produce §éit. r 
system assures a measure of stability 
in its secur:ty’ of tenure which the other 
system does not. afford. This has its 
advantage in able hands, although it is 
equally plain that it would be a terrible 
disadvantage if the Government were 
not in able hands. But manifestly, with 
this relative freedom. from accounta-~- 
bility to a parl.amentary majority, and 
with this almost exclusive accounta- 
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said,. 


bility ‘to public opinion; the function: o 
a “free, > intrepid, Sseandid,. one hones 
press is of the ‘highest’ . importance. 
There is only one rule acceptable in war. 
It ought tobe the-only rule im _ peace, 
but a state of war should drive it home 
.to’ our ‘consciences—the truth, the whole 
truth,: (save in a few instances. where 
‘military exigencies forbid,) i cer- 
tainly nothing.but the truth. An honest 
eritic is the noblest product ofa news- 
paper publisHérs’ ‘associatien. pay 
~“ And that brings me to say that the 
world will never be.-made safe for 
democracy, in the last analysis, by any- 
short of a dominant sense ‘of fair- 
ness and justice. A contemptible: pur-

potency of -this* lurking ‘enemy. is the 
measure of our ultimate victory. 


Time of Rare Privilege. 

‘‘ This is a time of rare privilege for 
the meh who can go abroad to fight. 
It is also a time of rare. privilege: for 
those. who stay at home to ‘fight battles 
of speech and pen. Our trust:is in both 
pen and sword—the pen to support the 
sword—the sword to make way for new 
victories of'the pen. In the présent situ- 
ation, with Germany using up its man-

] power with the .mad- recklessness of 


desperation, we have a peculiar 'respon- 
sibility... Our allies are holding the 
western line, with grim. determination. 
They have held this line—our line—Lib- 
erty’s line, the line of a world of free- 
dom, of law, of decency, the line of all 
that is left of civilization as opposed 
to’ cynical force, to unparalleled bru- 
tality, to fiendish perversion. of science, 
to the. disregard of everything sacred 
and humane—our allies are holding this 
line awaiting our arrival. They have 
been holding a bloody vigil. flee 4 have 
more dead in France than we shall have 
there living in arms for many months to 
come, But we are coming. Our férces 
are growing daily. .We are not living 
in retrospect. Our faces are’ toward 
Frayce and the future. If there was 
ever any doubt as to duty: or opportun- 
ity there is certainly none now. Ger- 
many’s only hope is that we shall falter, 
but we will not falter. 


Favors Army of 5,000,000 Men. 


“T- approve the suggestion. that we 
should immediately plan to put‘ 5,000,000 
men into the field at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. Let there be no thought 
that a great army will not be needed. 
The way to strike terror to the German 


heart, to make it realize the. inevitable- 
ness of defeat, is for the United States 
to rush its preparations on a scale ade- 
quate to victory. Let us have a com- 
prehensive industrial plan to insure 
needed direction of industrial effort, for 
we cannot otherwise provide the fight- 
ing men. 

“It is not the measure of our high 
calling to win a ‘stalemate, or'to gather 
a force merely to hold’a line of trencnes, 
A peace with the German Army on 
the soil of France, with Germany tem- 
porarily exhausted, but not beaten, can- 
not be leering . A peace with Germany, 
leaving the rman Empire through ill- 
gotten gains stronger relatively than 
when ‘it entered the war, with a national 
consciousness that its policy of. brutal- 
ity, of disregard of treaties, of. vast 
inilitary preparation, has won a larger 
international opportunity, would be 
nothing but a German peace, whatever 
concessions might be made in the West. 
It is for America, by supplying an ade- 
quate number of fighting men, to make 
the victory decisive. It is your privi- 
lege, interpreting and largely determin- 
ing the public opinion of America, to 
see that there is no' faltering until this 
great duty to humanity is fully per- 
formed and the banner of a new in- 
ternational order, secure: in the com- 
mon sense of justice, waves over a 
world untroubled by insane dreams of 
arbitrary power.”’ 


Daniels Tells or His Ambition, 
Secretary Daniels began by saying 


official capacity, but as ‘‘a member of 
long standing in the association, temipo- 
rarily assigned to cover the navy and 
to return to his old assignment when 
the period of larger usefuiness* comes 


to me.” ' He semindeq the audience of 
the fact that “in the two great wars 
this country has known the President 
called on an editor to take charge ‘of 
the navy ’’ and said that his one ambi< 
tion was.to serve his country.as well 
as Gideon Welles. . 
‘““There was never a time,” he said, 
‘“*when the press of America exercised 
so powerful and’ inspiring -an influence 
as during the last twelve months... The 
contribution of the American press dur- 
ing the years of our -neutrality was too 
great to estimate, too large for our. gen- 
eration to appreciate. The self-censor- 
ship has -justified the declaration of 
Thomas Jefferson,‘ Where there is a 
free press there can be nothing but a 
free Government.’ - 
In his address Mr. Daniels said: 
‘The framers of the Constitution es- 
tablished three separate and equal de- 
partments of government—the execu- 
tive, the legislative, and the judicial. 
The fourth, the press, was the evolution 
of national need in a republic where 
public opinion is king, for, towering 
over all legislatiye creations, whenever 
it asserts itself, the popular will is sov- 
‘ereign, and all departments of Gov- 
ernment respond to its decrees. The 
press is sometimes the echo of passing 
public opinion, sometimes the creator of 
sound public sentiment, and sometimes 
the voice of well-considered and reso- 
lute will of the people. There are editors 
as’ well as politicians who keep an ear 
to the ground to detect public senti- 
ment, and, hastening to become the ear- 
ly spokesmen, semi e as having created 
that of which they are only the-echoes. 
“The difficulty with such weather- 
vanes of our profession is that in their 
zeal to prove as prophets and leaders 
they mistake hysteria and noise for 
conviction and thought. These blind 
leaders of the blind would prove fatal 
guides of they did not so often make 
the blunder of supposing the rushing 
of the shallows to be the strong cur- 
rent of the deeps Enough errors in 
determining the ebb and flow of. the 
tide save the world from the echo edi- 
tors, for- there 1s always a false ring 
to utterances of such would-be leaders 
which defeats their generalship. The 
people do not long pin their faith to 
editors who feed them on chaff when 
they ask for bread. But it must: be 
admitted that papers do sométimes 
thrive for a time on hysteria and bunk, 
though their influence is always nil in 
the long run. 


Editors as Creators. 


‘‘ Newspapers, as such, never make 
public’ opinion. It is only editors with 
strong individuality who are creators. 
Therefore. the old-time journal, with a 
real-man at.the heim, carried its readers 
into. safe ports, while the journal of 
scoops and sensations, lacking con- 


science and responsibility, may. be truly 
compared to a ship at sea without a 
rudder or sail or steam or Captain. Its 
readers do not lack for adventure and 
danger, but they never come into a safe 
harbor, and are often’ made seasick by 
the rolling of the craft. If the journals 
of today have less influence than when 
a known man of force dictated their 
policy it is because there is less. sense 
of a pcan in the larger editorial 
staff. 

“IT gay.‘ if’ because, while there are 
times when newspaper support. is. a 
greater liability than an asset, the truth 
is that today, as never before, public 
opinion is unconscivusly influenced by 
the printed word. ‘The best proof of 
this statement is the interpretation 
made of world conditions prior to our 
entrance into this war by the bulk of 
the press ef America. | ough their 
correspondents across the waters, vivid 
pictures of the atrocities—the logical re- 
sult of the German creed of hate—thrill- 
ing accounts of the scenes of carnage, 
and exposition of the tremendous issues 
involy enabled those far removed to 
visualize the: actuai conditidns and to 
understand the far-reaching  signifi- 
cance of a struggle that involv the 
whole world’s future. :

Sees a Loyal Press.

‘They -would make great read- 
ing, of course, but. the» publication of 
them might do as mucn damage as. if 
the secrets had been stolen by German 
spies. ‘The press is loyal and the com- 
paratively -few violations of the volun- 


tary censorship have in most cases 
been due not to any disposition to aid 
Germany, but to the anxiety for a scoop. 
But some of these news beats have been 
achieved. at a risk we should not have 
incurred. : 

“‘ The eens telling of the arriv- 
als of the first: transports with Per- 
shing’s men were published by a few 
papers when there were other vessels 
of that expedition stil] in the war. zone, 
facing the danger of attacks by subma- 
rines, and. this’ premature publication, 
which might have given the German U- 
boat commanders information that there 
were other transports following, caused 
anxious hours before the last of those 
vessels reached port. 

,‘* The: press understands, and most of 
them act upon the principle, that when 
a country is engaged in a foreign war 
the President becomes the spokesman 
of the nation. When ‘executive action 
becomes necessary in any - and‘ every 
measure for the successful-condyuct of 
the war the world must know that the 
President is asserting: the will of the 
nation which the people have decreed 
must be. executed -by force: of arms. 
Party differences’ are overcome by the 
logic of the necessity of national unity. 

‘Fortunately tnere exists; and has 
always existed between the best repre- 
sentatives of the press and wise public 
officials an appreciation of the recipro- 
cal duties in times of war. No public 
official in.a free country has the right 
to deny the press (the only quick me- 
dium of reaching the people) any item 
of information that can be given with- 
vut jeopardizing national interests.’ 


Baker Praises the Navy. 


Secretary Baker began with a tribiite 
to the navy, under whose protection he 
had lately crossed the Atlantic. ‘‘ Per- 
haps no single service,’ he said, ‘is 
being performed in this war today 
which: compares in merciless exactions 
on. human endurance and the demand 
for the. highest kind of coutfage with 
that of. the men onthe destroyers. And 
the’men in the navy do not realize their 
heroism. 5 ‘ 

‘“* When I was on a ship manned by a 
navy. crew crossing the Atlantic several 
men. of the crew came to me in my 
stateroom and asked if I would not get 
them transferrec to the trenches, be- 
cause they didn’t think the work they 
were doing was sufficiently _ perilous. 
‘In the trenches,’ they said, ‘ the dan- 
ger is constant. Here we have to 
watch and wait for it.’ , 7 

“*I think I may say that the spirit o 
the a is of a piece with that of ‘the 
navy. itting here in this brilliantly 
lighted room in this brilliantly lighted 
city, we have not the inspiration to 
realize the conditions under which our 
soldiers live and act. ° 

‘And if you could see it every in- 
stinct of our Americanism’ would vi- 
brate with pride. These. men are pre- 
pared to make the supreme sacrifice, 
have in some cases aiready made it, 
in order that we who remain behind 
and those who come after us may be 
free from a philosophy too hateful to 
govern the world. :

‘' “-'Phey know that when this war is 
over there -will have been vindicated a 
great truth, the truth that mere force 
inassociated with moral purpose cannot 
govern the spirits of men, and our army 
and its spirit is of a piece with the 
others. . 

“This is not a question of square 
miles of territory, but of national spirit 
and the eternity of moral principles in 
the world. And.even if the line were 
broken, so long as the people of Great 
Britain, France, Italy and the United 
States remain true to the moral founda- 
tions upon which they have built their 
respective civilizations the victory can- 
not go.against us.”’ 

The Secretary told of a Frenchwoman 
who, when her friends condoled with 
her upon seeing her leave a hospital 
where she had just learned of the 
death of her husband, replied: ‘‘ This 
is not the time for. such sentiments; 
there is only one thing to say—vive la 
France.”’ : 

‘“‘Long live the United States,’’ Mr. 
Baker continued. ‘‘ Not a place on the 
map, not a system of political institu- 
tions hemmed in by seas, but a liv- 
ing moral. influence in the world, liber- 
aung the spirits of men. and preserving 
the freedom of opportunity for the chil- 
dren of men. ime 

‘““ You have no conception of the' mag- 
nitude of the work necessary to be 
done in supplying and equipping. our 
soldiers.

*“** The whole French race. shall perish 
in this battle rather than submit ‘to 
Germany.’ This is as true today. as it 
was two years ago. We have in France 
choseh.our way. It may be the way to 
suffering and to death; but it will never 
be the way to present disgrace and 
future servitude. France has, in this 
war, suffered very much. But France. 
is ready to suffer still more. France is 
ready to suffer. until there are no 
Frenchmen left for suffering. France 
is resolved to live free or to die. And 
France will. live. : ; 

“A few days ago a man whose name 
will certainly appeal to this audience, 
for it is.the name of a great journalist, 
M. Georges Clemenceau, our Prime 
Minister, summed up whet is today the 
French feeling. when he Said: All 
France for all the war. Yes, all 
France, with her men, with her wo- 
men, with her children, for the war; 
whatever may be the length of the war, 
whatever may be the sufferings of the 
war, whatever may be the hardness of 
Destiny. “ And may add: ‘All the 
Allies for all the war.’ But all France 
and all the Allies for the whole victory, 
for a victory which will not be the 
victory of France’or the victory of the 
Allies, but which will. be the: victory of 
the immortal ideas for which we are 
fighting—the idea of Right, of Justice, 
of Humanity, and of Civilization.

PUBLISHERS ASSAIL 
-- POSTAL ZONING LAW 


Call It “Unworkable and Unfair” 
and Call Upon. Congress 
for Action. 





The annual meeting of the members of 
the American Newspaper Publishers’ As- 
sociatioa will be held at the Waldorf- 
Astoria this morning. In. yesterday’s 
sessions of the convention of the asso- 
ciation, which were held in the morning 
and afternoon, a number of matters of 
high importance to the newspaper pub- 
lishers of the country were taken up. 
Decision on some of these matters was 
reserverl, but there was much discussion 
on the report of the Postal ‘Committee 
which had taken up the question of the 
zoning provisions of the new war reve- 
nue law‘to go. into effect July 1. 
Considerable variety of opjnion among 


the members, th conservative and 
radical, was coidenpe in the © dis- 
cussion, but eventually the follow- 
ing resolution was adopted,. embody- 
{ng the principal features of two which 
had been proposed at Wednesday’s meet- 
ing: ra 

Whereas, The revision of the postal pro- 
vision of Section III. of the act of Con- 
gress approved Oct. 8, 1917, and which is 
to take effect July 1, 1918, will be un- 
workable in practice and-most unfair and .- 
oppressive to the newspapers of the coun- - 
try and the reading public, - 

Be it. resolved by the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Association; that Con- 
gress, if insistent upon legislation of this 
character, be urgently requested to modify 
said law in so far as it applies to news- 
papers alone. Upon the general line as 
proposed by the McKellar amendment, or 
if the time be considered by Congress: to 
be too short to do this, that Congress 
urgently requested to pend the provision 
of said law in so far as it applies to news- 
papers until a complete and intelligent 
investigation. can be made of the subject 
of newspaper postage. 


The committee on news print paper re- 
ported a recommendation that the War 
Trade Board be requested to prohibit all 
exports of news print paper for the dura- 
tion of the war, and that the War. Trade 


Board of Canada, from which large 
supplies of American news print are 
drawn, be requested to prohibit ‘export 
nS such paper to all except allied coun- 
ries. ; 
The convention adopted the repott of 
the Board .of Directors, which recom- 
mended. that the one-cent price for 
newspapers: be abandoned, that the re- 
turn ee to: newsdealers be sus- 
nded, and that free’ publicity shoulg 
Be restricted by every means ssible 
to the publishers, as a method for’sav- 
ing news print for the tant Page of pub- 
lishing actual news of the war and 
other matters of international interest. 
Frank P. Glass of The B ngham 
News, Chairman of the Committee on 
Paper, asked. the co-operation of the 
members “in every reasonable restric- 
tion of consumption,’’ and said’ that a 
careful study was being: made of ‘all 
matters connected with news print paper, 
The production for the current ‘year, 
according to the committee’s report, 
would: be somewhat less than that of 
1917, and it was to be expected that? 
with. the continuance of the war the 
production would constantly grow. leas. 
Meiville E. Stone, General: Manager of

ROTHMERE QUITS 
AS AIR MINISTER 


His Health Broken’ Down by: In- 
somnia and Burden of Re-: 
sponsibility, He Says. 


LONDON, April 25.—Lord Rothermere, 
brother of Lord Northcliffe, has re- 
signed from the office of Secretary of 
State for the Air Forces, it is announced 
today. Lord Rothermere said that his 
resignation was due to increasing ill 
health as the result of insomnia and 
the burden of responsibility in his work. 
It is reported that Sir William Weir, 
Director General of Aircraft Production, 
will succeed him. 

In a letter to Premier Lloyd George 
expressing his desire to relinquish office 
Lord Rothermere said the fusion of the 
two air services had been accomplished 
successfully, and that he-was suffering 
great distress in mind and body owing 
to his second tragic loss in the war. 
The burden of his. work and responsibil- 
ity seemed crushing, and he was suffer- 
ing from ill health. He had felt it his 
duty to remain in office until the air 
forces had been fused, and recently had 
hoped .w be able’ to remain, but this 
had been prevented by~ the recurrence 
of illness. 

Mr. Lloyd George, in a letter of reply. 
said he received the resignation. with 
deepest regret. He eulogized Lord 
Rothermere for his work, expressed 
sympathy on account of his losses, and 
concluded: ‘‘I am authorized by my 
colleagues to state that they share fully 
the views expressed in this letter.” 

The resignation was a complete sur- 
prise to the political world. It was an- 
nounced that illness made it ‘impossible 
for him to reply in the debate which 
Baron Sydenham intended to initiate 
last Tuesday in the House of Lords in 
regard to the resignations of or 
Gen. Trenchard as. Chief of the Air 
Staff and Major Gen. Sir David Hender- 
son as Director General of Military 
Aenonautics. No one ottside the Cabi- 
net, however, knew that ‘his condition 
was so serious as to make his.resignation

Hulbert Charges President Smith 
of the New York Central At- 
tempted to Grab Piers. 


The Sinking Fund Commission. yester- 
day reversed its action of April 11 in 
awarding the lease of Pier 68, North 
River, to.the Hudson Dock and Terminal 
Corporation, and voted not only to re- 
scind.the lease then made, but to throw 
the pier open to‘all comers on the “‘ first 
come, first served ’’ principle. This de- 
cision will remain in force until the va- 
rious matters now pending in the courts 
affecting the pier have beén settled. 
Mayor, Hylan and Controller Craig, 
who voted to lease the pier to the Hud- 
son Dock concern at: $25,000. a year or 
April 11, ignoring a pftevious offer of 
the Occident Dock Company of $80,000, 
voted in favor of annulling the Hudson 
Dock. concern’s offer.

President of the company, and now 
Regional Director of Railroads under 
Secretary William G. McAdoo, of fight- 
ing General Goethals’s plan to establish 
the transatlantic base ,of the United 
States Army south of the Bush Terminal 
in Brooklyn. They accused -President 
Smith of trying to keep the United 
States Army piers on the North River 
front, implying that in such location the 
piers would prove of the greatest possi- 
ble value to the New York Central as a 
transcontinental shipping terminal.

Mr. Auditore said 
he would do so; and Commissioner 
Hulbert then said he expected to re- 
ceive a still higher bid within a day 
or two. Later it was suggested that 
the pier be kept open pending the de- 
cision ofthe courts allowing him to 
rent the pier to any concern paying 
the legal wharfage from day to day. 
The suggestion was accepted, and be- 
ginning May 1, when the Occident 
Company’s lease expires, the pier will 
be open until the matter is settled in 
the courts. 

At the ‘beginning of yesterday’s pro- 
ceedings, Dock Commissioner Hulbert 
recited at length ajl the details regard- 
ing the leasing of the pier to the Hud- 
son Dock concern.

Exchange Members to Consider 
Amendment to By-Laws.

The.Department of Internal Revenue 
is looking to Stock Hxchange members 
and other brokers in stocks for the tax 
due on stocks borrowed and returned 
during the period from Dec. 1, 1017, to 


March 28 last, when the Attorney Gen-[ 


eral issued his ruling that the taxation 
of stocks borrowed and returned in the 
handling of a short sale was demanded 
by the war revenue tax law. The brok- 
ers will s¢ek in turn to collect the taxes 
from the customers who put through 
short sales, but whether or not they are 
able to do so, the Government will hold 
the. brokers responsible for the tax pay- 
ments. 

This was revealed in a letter-sent out 
yesterday by Francis M. Riley, Special 
Agent of Internal Revenue at the Cus- 
tom House. Attached to thé letter was 
a form for brokers to follow in keeping 
their records of taxes. 

‘*In computing this tax on ‘ sharés 
loanéd’ and ‘borrowed shares. fre- 
turned,’ ’’ writes Mr. Riley, ‘‘ the en- 
tries in the record prescribed in Article 
S, Regulation 40, must be made, desig- 
nating ‘ shares loaned’ and ‘ borrowed 
shares returned,’ and the tax upon the 
same.

APPROVE SUBWAY BILLS. 


Merchants Favor Canceling of Pres- 
tnt Contracts. . 


The Merchants’ Association filed with 
Mayor Hylan yesterday a memorandum 
approving the Lockwood and Walters 
bills, permitting the Public Service Com- 
mission to cancel existing contracts for 
new rapid transit lines, and to change 
the basis for the work in any way that 
will insure its completion. The. meas- 
ures, which were passed by the Legis- 
lature because the work was likely to 
stop on account. of the contractors not 
being able to carry the burden of in- 
creased costs, are waiting the Mayor's 
approval. 

The memorandum, which was filed by 
William Felfowes Morgan, President of 
the association, said in par 
~ ** There is a penetical” certainty that 
their contracts will be abandoned by the 
contractors unless measures are taken 
for their relief. In this event it will be- 
come necessary for the city to make new 
contracts with other contractors at 
peste very much higher than those of 
he present contractors. It is certain 
that under these conditions a very con- 
siderable time must elapse, during which 
practically all work upon the subways 
will be suspended. 

‘* While it is true that the city would 
have recourse against the guarantors of 
the present contractors, no sum of 
money which could be recovered would 
compensate the public for the hardships 
imposed upon the people by a long stop- 
page of the subway work.., It is 
probable that if the city were to resort

n\IN THE JURY'S HANDS 


Case of Men. Charged with Gon- 
spiting Against the Draft in 
~The Masses Summed Up. 


MALONE DEFENDS PACIFISM 


Morris Hillquit . Eulogizes Free 


Speech and  Constitu- 
tlonal Rights. 


The fate. of Max Eastman, the editor, 
and Merrill: Rogers, the business man- 
ager of the magazine that was known 
as The Masses, and of Floyd Dell and 
Arthur Young, contributors, who are 
charged with conspiring to obstruct the 
draft, is now in the hands of the jury, 
which took the case at 6 o’clock yester- 
day afternoon. and at it o'clock last 
night was’ still: deliberating. 

The two sessions of the court yester- 
day. were given up to arguments by 
counsel and the charge by Judge Au- 
gustus N.° Hand. . Merris Hillquit and 
Dudley Field Malone made - long 
speeches urging acquittal’ of the de- 
fendants, while Assistant United States 
District Attorney Earl B. Barnes 
summed up for the Government. 

Mr. Malone, who made the opening 
address, contended that the defendants, 
in. publishing the articles which are 
complained of by. the Government, did 
not intend to persuade any man to dis- 
obey the laws of the country, but had 
simply tried to express. what he said 
was their honest and sincere opposition 
to compulsory military service. 

‘“* Whatever a pacifist fs,’’ said Mr. 
Malone, ‘‘1 know there were a great 
many of them in this country before we 
went to war. Even at the time these 
defendants are my yrs with violating 
the law the people this country were 
divided. Why, President Wilson “was 
elected by 2,000,000 votes on the grount 
that he had kept us out of war. Even 
The New York World, which is con- 
sidered the organ of the Administra~ 
tion, favored a volunteer army... If 
these defendants are guilty of eonspir- 
acy to obstruct recruiting, then Mrs. 
Will Irvin and all the other contribu- 
tors are guilty. 

Mr. Malone ‘said he was a militarist 
and favored preparedness, but he did not 
refuse to give a pacifist the right to 
hold opposite views on that subje¢t. In- 
stead of trying to obstruct the operation 
of the miltary laws, Mr. Malone said 
that Eastman and his associates in an 
effort to live. up to the laws had gone 
to the Government and asked for in- 
structions. Rogers, he said, went to 
Creel, while Eastman sought ‘the advice 
of President Wilson. 

Mr. Hillquit devoted mbdst of his speech 
to analyzing the evidence. The defen- 
dants, he said frankly, acknowledge the 
authorship of the articles complained of. 
They now believe, he added, that the 
war was being fought for democracy, 
but he said ‘‘ at the time these articles, 
which are complained of, were written 
President Wilson had not made known 
the worthy aims of our entry into the 
war, which he has worthily done since 
that time. 

‘“‘We accept this war,’’ Mr. Hiliquit 
said, ‘‘as a fact, but we will not sur- 
render our Constitutional rights of 
opinion and the freedom to express that 
opinion. Not for one day, not for one 
hour, will we surrender these Constitu- 
tional rights. ‘No, not even in time of 
war, for the Government is founded upon 
the very principle of freedom of speech.’’ 

Mr. Barnes speaking for the Govern- 
ment was very deliberate, and asked the 
jury to consider the case on its merits. 
Because ‘the defendants were intelligent 
men was no excuse for their activities, 
he said. For the reason that they were 
men of education and intelligence they 
should be held responsible, he argued. 





J. J. Hill Estate ‘Tax Stands. 

TRENTON, N. J., April .25.—Assess- 
ments involving $27,000 in transfer in- 
heritance tax, levied on the estate of 
James J. Hill, head of the Great North- 
ern, were properly levied, the Supreme 
Court ruled today, in so far as Mrs. 
Hill’s interests are concerned in the 
estate in Minnesota, where, although the 
dower has been abolished, the widow 
takes one-third inheritance under the 
statute, but that the assessments im- 
properly included her dower in New 
York State lands. The assessments 
were ordered modified to conform to the 
decision.

The disagreement followed the circula- 
tion of a report that Dr. Amster re- 
gretted signing the preliminary report to 
the Mayor, made public last Saturday. 
It was strongly intimated that ‘the 
Health Commissioner is in the minority 
in his views and that the final report 
of the investigators to the Mayor would 
be accompanied by a minority report 
from him. ’ 

Yesterday was given over to the hear- 
ing of witnesses who favored the com- 
mittee’s plan for abolishing the Bureau 
of Public Health Education. Chairman 
MacBridé had let it become known that 
he expected ‘‘ representative people” to 
combat the assertions made at the two 
previous hearings by nationally known 
physicians, sanitation experts. and so- 
cial workers. About a dozen. witnesses 
were heard. These included a repre- 
sentative of ‘‘ The Michael J. McCarthy 
Association, with 200 members on the 
West Side,” a man who said he repre- 
sented the ‘‘ Wall Paper Union, the 
Butchers’ Union,. the Hat Fitters’ Union 
No, 658, the Steam Fitters’ Helpers and 
the . American Federation of Mu- 

icians ’’; a representative of the East 
Bronx Taxpayers’ Association; a pri- 
vate citizen who said that Health .De- 
partment bulletins on the care of health 
‘were unnecessary use ‘‘ agents of
